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lo As a result of meetings between senior officials of the Electric Company, 
including Richard Harfush3 representatives of the employees; Tawfig Faghali 
and manbers of the Council of the Union of Electric Company Workers who are 
_ his supporters, the Council of the Electrical Workers met on 1 Decatber 
and adopted a resolution separating the Union from the Federation of Unions 
(Ittihad al-'Ummal). 


2. This action, as well as the reduction of Commmist irfiuence in the 
Typesetters' Union, has alarmal Commmist leaders, who fear that other 
unions may follow suit. The Communist Party distributed tracts on 
3 December denouncing the Typesetterst and Bookbinders! Union and attacking 
the League of Unions (Jami'at al-'Ummal). The Central Committee of the 
Party has instructed commmistic elements in the Electricians’ Union to 
organize obstructive tactics to oppose any anti-commmist measures which 
may come up for discussion in the Council. 


3. On 28 November 1948 the Couneil of the Regie Workers’ Union elected the

5a The Commmist Party decided to tun the strike in principle, which 
the Woodworkers! Union had decided to call ‘if Mustafa taris was not 
released by the government, into an actual strike. George Furayhah 
headed a delegation sent to urge the factory workers to support an 
' actual strike, but he found the majority of the workers indifferent 
te the proposed strike. This was an unexpected blow to the Communist 
Party, and is the third failure in its union policy,source states,
